+ described by Mr. Lawrence Tanner, 


Secretary of the Royal Almonry, 
in a lecture on “Recent Discoveries 
in Westminster Abbey,” delivered 
at Westminster Schodl in aid of 
King Edward's Hospital Fund for 
-London. : : 

“We came upon the foundations 
while digging « trench for the 
pipe,” said Mr. Tanner, “and we 
irnce’dl them practically all the way 
to where the present Abbey stops 
at the west end. 

“We nleo found, however, that at 
ench aide of the foundationa of the 
pillars, strengthening’ walls had 
been built. It became evident that 
those responsible had been ex- 
tremely anxious for the safety of 
the apace between the pillara had 
been filled in to shere them up. 
There must have been pi settlement 
that frightened the builders.”

MR, ALFRED NOYES ON VHT 
“REAL DEPTHS.” 


The tendency to accept novelty 
ns originality was commented on 
by Mr. Alfred Noyes while speatcing | 
on “Originality in Literature’ at) 
the 16th of the literary luncheons 
arranged by Mesars. Foyle at 
Grosvenor House, London. 

“We are’ not tapping the real 
depths in nature,” he sald, ‘but 
rather concocting artificin) flowers 
out of paper and attaching them 
to bits of stick, putting them into 
the ground and pointing them out 
But they do not resemble any 
hitherto-known flower.” 

They had lost originality in their 
search for novelty, contineed Mr. 
Noyes. Grent art was never really 
invented. It was a discovery of 
something that had slways been 
there. It would be’ the business of 
the arts in the future not to invent 
paper flowers; not to Ko nbout 
merely being clever and saying tn 
a subtle way that horses have five 
legs because everyone clse thought 
they had four, : 

“Tt ts easy.to get your originality 
that way,” declared Mr. Noyes.

YOUNG STUDENT'S 
' DEATH. 


DASTARDLY MURDER 
DESCRIBED IN POLICE COURT. 


TERRIBLE INJURIES. 


A terrible ervd of she met bien 
of a gang of kidnnanpers and mur- 
derern ae unfolded by .Mr, T. 
M. Halzerlax (Assiatant Crown 
Solicitor) before Mr.. Wynne Jones 
at the Central Police Court yes- 
terday afternoon when prosecut- 
Ing on Chinese on the capital 
charge arising out of the denth 
of Lin Shek-hong, a young man 
whore hody was found in the Tai 
Wan Fort st Hunghom = on 
February 10 Inst. 

In presenting the {ncts of the 
cane Mr. Hazlerigg said that there 
lived at 66, Winglok Street, a mer- 
chant of rome substance by the 
name of Lin Wal-po, who carried 
on business under the firm name 
of Shtu On Taj, This merchant 
had a son, Liu Shek-honge, who ia 
26 yenra of age, married and had 
one child. des - 

From 1926 onwards the son was 
a student at the Tai Ha School at 
Shanyehat and he had intended to 
become a school teacher at the end 
of the present year. Disturbed by 
the trouble in Shanghai, the father 
cabled to the son, asking him to 
come ta Honekong, The son ar- 
rived in the Colony at mid-day on 
February 2. It would be given 
in evidence that up to three o'clock 
the following day. the aon had not 
spoken to anybody other than mem- 
hera of his own and his wife's 
family and fokis of the shop where 
he had made purchases. 

He went out on the morning of 
February 8 and during his absence 
o man calicd at the shop and left 
his card on which he had written 
a mexange, The card bore the 
name of Cheung Tit and described 
the person as an officer to the 
adjutant in charge of the Ninth 
Division of the National Army. 
The message indicated that the 
man wna ataying at the Hotel 
Nathan fn Yaumati and that he 
wrnted to see the deceased on some 
important business. . 


Mysteriourn Letters. 


Shortly after the deceased had 
left his father’s shop, a friend 
called’ and enquired for him. 
Thinking that the friend might sec 
the deceased first, the father gave 
him the card but himself took a 
copy of the message. At three 
o’cluck the son returned to the shop 
and was. given the extract which 
the father had made from the card, 

After reading fhe message the 
son enquired where Nathan Road 
was, and left the shop. This was 
the last time he was seen alive by 
any of his relatives. 

That night.a Inock was heard on 
the front door of 66, Winglok 
Street, and a voice called out 
“Receive létter.” A foki opened 
the coor and two letters were 
{hrown in. The substance of one 
of the fetters was that the writer 
knew the deceased, whom he. had 
asked to lend some money but had 
been refused, ’ Thereupon the 
wrilvr begged the boy's father to 
lend him $10,000, The fnther, 
threatened the letter, was to give 
a reply by the following day 
(February 4.) or the deceased 
would not) return. The writer 
shawed himself te be cognizant 
with the fact that the decensed had 
recently arrived from Shanghai, . 

The letter intimated that the 
gang was well disciplined and 
systematically = organised. The 
father was not to report the matter 
fo the Police or they would kill the 
deceased “Ife for life.” 


Son's Plea, 


{In the same envelope was a por- 
{ion of a letter which had been cut 
down the centre and which was in- 
tended to be used by the person de- 
livering the ransom as identifica- 
tion, the other half being retained 
ly the other party. 

The second envelope which wan 
delivered that cvening contained a 
letter from the son in which he 
fold his father that he had fallen 
into the hands of pirates and that 
his life was in imminent danger. 
The son asked hia father to send

After receiving. the two letters 
a family council ‘was, held, but 
owing to the threat contained in 
the letter, the Police, unfortunate- 
ly, were not informed. 

Nothing further happened until

n telephone message, the speaker 
using the Hakka dialect. So far as 
the father understood the speaker 
wanted to meet him at tho ‘fai 
Som Yuen Restaurant, The 
speaker mentioned that he would 
bo alone on the ground floor of tho 
restaurant. 


Prisoner Appears.- 


Later the father wrote a letter 
te the perucn whose name appear: 
el at the bottam of the demand 
for ransom, and Indicated that the 
zum mentioned was too, much, but 
that -he would give “soma 
hundreds” of dollars ns ten moncy. 
This letter was given to a clans- 
man who waa asked ta go to the 
Restaurant and there hand it to 
the man who hid telephoned.’ The 
father-in-law of the deceased 
youth was also sent to the Tai 
Sam Yuen, : 

On arrival the two men found 
the defendant sitting by himself 
on the ground floor, and propped 
against the wall was a letter nad- 
dressed to Lin Wnri-po (the —de- 
ceased’a futher), The defendant 
was-asled if he was the man who 
had telephoned, but he appeared 
not to underatand, However, the 
defendant subsequently said: that 
he was the man who had telephon- 
ed. ‘ 

The defendant was handed the 
letter written by the father and 
he in turn gave the other two men 
4 note from the writer of - the 
original Jetter demanding — the 
ransom, In this latter letter the 
writer said he was sending a Mr. 
Cheling Yuen-kong, apparently an- 
other name by which the  defen- 
dunt was known, to negotiate with 
them. Tho letter repented the de- 
mand and warned the father that 
he might find repentance too Inte. 


Further Interviews. 


At the interview the letter was 
rend by tho defendant, who  ap- 
peared to consider the amount both 
too small and too indefinite. The 
letter was taken back to the father 
and the sum altered to the de: 
finite offer of $1,000, An appoint- 
ment was then mnade for the de- 
fendant to visit the father's shop 
that same evening. At five o’clock 
shop, 
where he was scen by the father 
and the clansman. The father-in- 
law, who. was the only member of 
the family able to speak hakka, was 
not present, :-The interview only 
Inated a quarter of an hour. 

At thal interview the defendant 
handed over a further letter In 
which the demand was reduced to 
35.000, .A further interview took 
place at about seven o'clock the 
dame evening: Again the father- 
in-law was not present and the in- 
terview was a very short one. The 
defendant produced another letter 
in which the amount was reduced 
to $4,600. The defendant also pro- 
ducert a letter from the son, in 
which the writer said he was in 
the den ofthe pirates . enduring. 
great hardship, and if the money 
was not sent his life would not be 
preserved, At that interview oa 
certain amount of bargaining took 
place. 

~ Prisoner's Role. 

A further appointment was made 
and at nine o'clock that evening 
the defendant again arrived at the 
shop. This time the father-in-law, 
the only hakka-speaking «member 
of the fumily, was prasent. Ina 
further letter delivered byt the de- 
fendant the writer agreed to re- 
duce the sum to $3,000, The letter 
indicated that the defendant was 
a reliable man to whom the ransom 
money could be paid. 

Mr. Hazlerigg intimated that 
that showed that the defendant 
was not a mere messenger In the 
matter. - 

The defendant also handed over 
a letter from the son in which the 
kidnapped. man asked that the 
bearer be given the money without 
fail. “A certain amount of. bar- 
gaining again took place and it 
Was suggested that the sum be re- 
duced to $2,500, The defendant at 
first refused, but tater agreed to 
that figure. As proof that he was 


authorised to collect the money 


he produced the other half of the 
Identification letter to which Mr, 
Hazlerigg had previously referred. 

Suggestions as to how the man 
wan to be delivered were discusacd, 
The father wanted to go to where 
his son was imprisoned, where he 
could pay the money and take his 
son home, but the defendant  re- 
fused.

On receipt of the letters the 
father-in-law went to Canton’ as 
directed, but nothing happened. 
The truth of the matter was that 
by the time the letters were receiv- 
ed the kidnapped man was dead 
and his body, was seen in the Tai 
Wan fort. It seemed very clear 
that, just as before the defendant 
and his associates, if he had as- 


‘sociates, had broken faith in the 


matter of delivering up the man 
for $2,500, they were going to 
break faith again in the matter of 
the $600; they did not intend to 
keep faith as they had already 
killed the son. 

On February 8 two friends went 
for n picinc to the fort on the 
hillside and in one of the chambers 
they saw. a man on the ground. 
They threw a packet of crackers 
{into the chamber, but were sur- 
prised when the man did not move. 
They becnmo frightened and ran 
nway. No report was made to 
the Police, but two daya Inter the 
Tolice were notified and a party 
went to the fort, where they found 
the body of the kidnapped man.. 

The decensed was lying on his 
back In one of the subterrancan 
misses, A his outer garments 
were missing, the body wenring a 


singlet, 2 pair of shorts and socks.’ 


No outer garments were found, but 
his shoes were discovered in the 
ravine below the parapet of the fort, 
where they had apparently been 
thrown.” Near the decensed was a 
‘candle partly burned, In’ a recess 
in a wall a knife waa found. 


Signs ‘of Torture. 
Around the neck of the deceased 
there was knotted, three times, a 


piece of cord. It was pulled so 
tightly that the skin underneath 


was like parchment and there wis 


a cut in the throat-oxtending from 
ear to car. It was donc 50 savage- 
ly that the ligaments were cut 
through to the spine. 

There were two minor injuries 
of o aignificent nature. On the 
back of the ear was ao burn of some 
considerable size. The position 
of the burn indicated that it had 
not been done accidentally and its 
nature was such that it appeared 
to have been made by a candle. 
It was too extensive to have. been 
made by n match, On the abdo- 
men was a 6% inch wound. 
Radiating from the wound were a 


number of scratches varying from | 


three quarters of an inch to half 
an inch in length.

-HAARDT PARTY'S 
ADVENTURES. 


Several members of the Central 
Asiatic Motor Expedition arrived 
here yesterday afternoon, follpw- 
ing the completion of itw 7.600. 
mile journey acrous Asin from 
Bolrut, on the Mediterranean coast 
of Syria, where [t started Inst 
April. . 

The expedition was divided into 
two partion owing to the nn- 
certainty of one big party com- 
pleting: the journey along the un- 
known route, 
ing of seven caterpillars and two 
ordinary cars, beft Peking in April, 
expecting to meet the Berkut party 
at the ancient Chinese city of 
Kashgar in astern Turkestan, but 
eventually they met 260 miles to the

On Edge of Precipice. 


The Belrut, party had planned a 
route through Syria, Trak. Mesope- 
tamia, Afighanistan, Russie Tor 
Kestan and Chinese ‘Turkestan,

the Pamirn, 

The expedition arrived at Srina- 
var (Kashmiry, at the foot of the 
Himalayas, on June 20 and obtain:

Ghilgit: road. Tt was Intensely 
hot, the shade temperature beiny 
120, % 

Altitude Record, 


They were told on leaving Srina- 
gar that it would probably be im- 
possible for them to proceed plore 
than 30 miles throneh the moun.

less region, They reached a height 
of 13,775 feet. f

AN ADDRESS BY DR. H. 1. 
CLIFT. 


Following Sa the substance of an 
address which was dollvered by 
Doctor. H. Lechmere Clift Inst 
night, at’ tha second monthly 
mecting of the Bible Unlon of 
China, Hongkong Branch. . 

Doctor Clift sald:—Wo Chris- 
tlans are presumnbly followers of 
Christ. If so, wo regard Him as 
our infalltblo guide. It is, there- 
fore, a matter of intense practical 
Intorest to us to know [in 
thoughts on oll the problema of 
our fives. if he could posnibly 


_ fall ug at one point, could we, dare 


we, trust’ Him wholly in snothor? 

We, members of the Bible Union 
of China, are one in heart with all 
those who believe our adorable 
Lord to be, “The only begotten son 
of God, begotten of His father, 
before ‘all worlds, God of ‘God”— 
believe also that, when He took our. 
nature upon Him, He, limited os 
He neceaaorily was, waa not limited 
ain Hin knowledge of the Divine 
Truth, 

The written word is the expres- 
sion of the living word and His 
thoughts of It should be our 
thoughts, 

“Think not,” He anys, (S. Matt. 
V. 17) “That Iam come to deatroy 
the Law or the Prophets: I come 
not to ‘destroy but to fulffll. In 
truth, I aay unto you, til] Heaven 
and earth pasa uwny, one jot or 
one tittle shall in no wise pass 
away from the Inw till all be ful- 
fled.” 

Belleving. wholly in the Old 
Testament Scriptures, He could 
say to the two perplexed disciples 
walking to Slumaus, “O foolish 
men and flow of heart to belfeve 
fn all that the Propheta have 
spoken!" (3. Luke XXIV, Zhi). 


Doubters not Wise Men. 


Ho did not consider doubtora to 
be the wise men they now consider 
themselves. to be! And this was 
after His resurrection, and when 
He was not limited by our mortal 
flesh. And Ho said again, “These 
are my worda which I spake ynto 
you, while I was yet with you, now 
that all things must needa be 
fulfilled which are written In the 
Law of Moses and, the Propheta 
and the Paalms concerning me.” 
(S. Luke, XXIV, 44). 

It fs true that our Lord’ em- 
phasiscd the trae and more 
spiritual interpretation of the law; | 
but it wns atill the anme law. He 
honoured the Law and the Pro- 
phets every Sabbath Day by,

(8. Luke, IV, 16). 

In modern times we know that a 
certain learned writer on mathema-

Wonderland are one and the same 
man, The subjecmt and the styles 
of these books are vaatly different. 
Yet, if u book In the Bible shows 
variations in atyle, or subject 


matter, 
clusion thot thero must have been 
more than one writer! 

There are soveral quotations, for 
instance, in the New Testament 
from, the book of Isinh; but all 
attribute the work to one writer, 


Theory Danger. 


- Much of the muddle jin men’s 
minds. to-day, in regard to Holy 
Scripture, is that they read books 
about the .Bthle and take their 
knowledga second-hand, inatend of 
studying the text first-hand for 
themselves, Theories get bandied 
nbout nnd by constant repetition 
become generally accepted. We 
live in a day so full of varied In- 
terests and no time for one thing, 
and a temptation to superfictal 
thinking. 

Bible critica are, after all, 
fallible humans, naturally Ignorant 
of many things, and | aubject to 
limitations. In the past they hnd 
constantly to shift their ground. 
It is unwise to be alarmed at their 
suppos{tiona and take them arn 
final. 

The Book i{tself is its best wit- 
ness, ‘The sower soweth the word." 
He sown nothing else and it fa the 
word which haa changed Hyves, con- 
verted drunkards, thieves, mur- 
dorers, cannibals and ouraclver! 
“The word of the. Truth ‘of the 
Gospel {is come unte you, even as 
it is also in all the world -benriny 
fruit and increasing.” (Col. 1, 6.6), 


Scelence and Religton. 


There can he no real conilict be- 
tween acience and religion. Truth 
cannot deny truth, But always 
make aure it is “genuine science 
and not apeculation, nnd real re- 
ligion and not merely fancies. 

So many are brought in the net 
of the Bible criticlam who have no 
menns of judging the situation 
aright and sifting facta from 
theories, Preachers think that if 
they can only declare some par- 
tictilar thinker’s doubts, thoy will 
shine in the reflected glory of 
scholarship, and be considered 
amart an up-to-date: and they 
hope that their congregations: will 
he thus drawn to modern religton, 


Dangerous Home Movement. 


This idea is animating the 
student movement In Britain. 
They are starting a Schoolboy As- 
socintion in opposition to the 
Scripture Union and the “Cruga- 
dors.” The promoters may mean 
well but this is a dingerous game. 
“It were well for him, {f a millstone 
were hanged about his neck and he 
were thrown into the sea, rather 
than that he should cause one of 
these Httle ones to stumble." So 
‘anid our Lord, (S. Luke, XVII, 2), 
‘with extreme solemnity; and itis 
n terrible responsibility to tamper 
with the faith of a young believer 
in the eternal verities. .
